not only had tho legitimate rovenuo beeu 
recklessly sqandered on iinproduolive 
works, but on ministerial pilgrimages, on 
exponsivo journoys to Oavibooand Europe 
and ou commisaious mid proinium.s paid 
to friends fov small Borvices, which ser- 
vices Ministers wore well paid for per- 
forming. 

Every dollar that could bo borrowed, 
f^om wUateoevor souroe, had been appro- 
priated in furtherance of a policy which 

was sim])ly to sow mouoy broadcast to 
cutoh votes and retain ollieo. 

Tho public ilobt liiid increaaod to Honie- 
tliiu^ ovor niiio luiiidred thousand dollars 
by nearly doubling ospi;udituru ovor in- 
come aud paying eight aud ten per cent, 
interest, while tlio credit of tho Proviuco 
had been strained to its utmobl tension. 

The rnvonno wan pledged to the Do- 
minion for a .small advance, and banking 
facilities wore coiuplotoly oxLauated. Wo 
had nono of tho sinews of war left— neith- 
er tbo money, tho nion nor tlio matoriul to 
fight Mackenzie with, but wore cringing 
and oronohiog tomasterdom for the small- 
est favor grantetl in our dosporate iieoes- 
sity. ■■■■■ 

I felt it my duty to vote against a gov- 
ernment wliieli had led us into such a 
dilemma and iu which I liad lost all con- 
iklonco. I bavo since given my support 
to a government which has had great dif- 
liculties to contend with although uouo of 
them are of its own creation. 

The Elliott Ministry may net have done 
all and everything tliat yon or I might 
dosiro; but I will not cmbarass or desert 
them until I lind suflleiont reason for ilo- 
ing so. 

Thoy were defeated upon n moasuro 
which thoy need never bo ashamed of — 
OS a resident physician to tho Lunatic 
Asylum is an absolute neooBsity whatever 
may bo tho opinion as to the man best qual- 
ified for tho position. 

The improved condition of tho country 
is genorally admitted and contrasts favor- 
ably with tho state it was in three years 
ago. 

Tho taxes which the neceasitios of tho 
times requiretV for the liquidation of our 
indebtedness have attracted English cap- 
ital at the rate of six per cent, per onuum, 
and our bonds which wore soltl last year 
at 9G are now worth 110, and tho credit of 
British Columbia stands higher in Lon- 
don than that of Qaeboo, tho oldett prov- 
ince of tho Dominion of Canada.

Tho non-falfilmentof tho terms of con- 
federation by the Dominion Governmerit 
ond ths long delay in commencing railway 
work on tho Pacific const is what we have 
reason to deplore. It was a groat loss to 
the Island when the proposals ul; Mr. 
Edgar wore not ontertained . If i negotia- 
tions — which terminated so abrnptly— had 
been conducted by tho government of that 
day iu a diflerout spirit rails now rusting 
on tho wharves at Esquimau would have 
boon laid on tho road to f^anaimo and. the 
i'pirit of the Carnarvon Termsi'Oomplied 
with. ,, , , ,•',•;■ ■!: I 

The oopstrnction of the graving .dOok 
which was required from us by. the D6-' 
minion Government under stipulated con-| 
ditiona, hns been unnecessarily delayed j 
under false hopes, delusive expectationsi 
and a series of blunders. ,■ , ^ ■ t 

The purchase of cement and, machinal^ 
before either were roqniredx;ran|^8jimong' 
the iiiaby ekpenlive vagaries otloirerratici 
minister on a jaunt to London. 

Wo have already paid a groat price for 
engineering skill ond mnst continue to do 
so under existing engngemonts entered 
into by a former Government with i only 
an unfinished collerdam to show^for an 
oxi)endituro of over §200,000. 

It is now over three yeairssihtsa \*'6fyero 
promised by Mr. WalKem that 1300 irien 
would bo at work ou tho Drydock, and' 
every man, woman and child employed 
about Esquimait, and yet we find up to 
this day excavation has not yot Ijeon bo- 
gun nor tho cofferdam contract carriied 
out. > ■ ', . I 

If the Imperial Government sbonldinot- 
tako the work ofT our hands within a rea-i 
sonable time, I shall insist upon the Dock 
being completed by tho Province accord-j 
ing to the Terms of Confederation, feol-| 
ing convinced that every dollar spent in 
labor ou tho works at Esquimalt wilt 
spread and fructify in the most remote disj 
triotsoftlie Province;'and ' whenever lar 
bor and capital aro united on productive 
works proHjiority will attend. 

If tlio mouoy which Laa boon spent ou 
uaelcHs roads and bridges coustructod by 
Chinese labor ou tho Mainland had boon 
judiciously luid out in tho construction 
of a Dock tho work could have been com- 
pleted by this time without Chinamen's 
aid, and in all probability solil to tho Im- 
perial Government at a profit. 

As I am a well known advocate of a 
sound and practical education for ovory 
boy and every girl iu evory district, I 
■will not deprive them of tho lushest 
branches of uducation as soon as the 
country can afford to pay Professors of 
Law, Physio and Divinity. 

With regard to the ro-diatribution of 
seals, I am in fixvor of equalizing repre- 
sentation, but not in favor of forcing a 
menibcr ou any district contrary to tho 
will of tho pooi)lo moat interested. As I 
-will endeavor to make suitable arrange- 
ments for a meetiDg of; the' electors at 
Esqnirblalt at an early date,'' I liope thon 
and there to bo ablo to give a good ac- 
count of my stewardship, and if I am 
doomed worthy of a ronowal of your ccn- 
donce my time and best exertions shall 
be devoted to promote your interests and 
^he general welfare of the Province.

To the Electors of the City of Victoria. 

GHSTI.EMEH:— Tha object of calling a 
mooting of my constituents at tbe Tbea- 
tro ou tbo 27th ultimo, was to address j ou 
at length on the political topics of tho 
day, but tbo umplojuieut by the Opposi- 
tion party of a number of disreputable 
persons and the utter disregard shown by 
them of the old English love of fair play 
on that occasion prevented mo from ex- 
pressing my views and oxplaiuiug my 
past actions as a member of tbo 
Government since I last bad llio honor 
of being elected b.v yon, and renders it 
necessary tbat I should supplement my 
address to tho electors of tbe 2Gth April 
and enter more fully into details. 

As regards tho Canadian Pacific Bail- 
way, tho delay of a single summer sug- 
gested by Lord Carnarvon and agreed to 
by tbo Legislature baa now elapsed, aud 
this Government baa urged the Domiu- 
ion Govornmont not to delay any further 
tbo commoncoment of railway conatruc- 
tiou in tbe Proviuce. Whatever <lolcrini- 
dation may bo arrived at by tbo Ecginoor 
as to tbo routo on the Mainland, tbo Car- 
narvon Terms must be strfotly adhered to 
by tho early construction of the Nanaimo 
and Eaquimalt Bail way. 

There baa been paid by this Proviuco 
ou account of tbo purchaso iu 1874 by 
Mr. Walkem while in England of cement 
and machiuary for tbo Drydoek, tbo 
alarming amount of S7G,4C2.C2. This 
does not embrace the sum of $4,581 inter- 
est paid to the bank on overdrawn Grav- 
ing Dock account. This sum of §80,000 
might iiavo boon saved to the country bad 
ordinary foresight been used by tbo lato 
Govornmont iu not making tbo purcba3c',iil 
so unuecesaarily early a date. Tbo courao 
pursued by the Government in endeavor- 
ing to induce the Imperial Qoverumont 
to take over tbe dock site,"plant and ma- 
terial and finish tho construction of the 
dock is beat ahown by tho subjoined re- 
solution of tbo House: — 

Tbo Hon. Mr. Elliott moved, seconded 
by tho Hon. Mr. Vernon, — 

"Whereas on the 1st of October. 1877, 
Roar Admiral A. P. E. do Horsoy Com- 
mander in Chief of Her Majesty's Paciiio 
Siiuadaon, communicated with his Honor 
tbo LiGutonnut Goveruor with tbo object 
of ascertaining whether, in tlio event of 
tbo Imperial Goxornment's minute, 21st 
July last, viz., tbat tho Im))erial Govorn- 
mont should take over the Dock and com- 
plote it as an Imperial work, thoProvinco 
would "oontribate the site and work al- 
ready done, together with the plant and 
material now in band, aa a gift, ao tbat 
tbo Dock and its site would bocomo Ad- 
miralty property:" 

Aud, wbcroas, ou tlie 8tb October hist, 
His Honor answered tbat tbo Qovern- 
ment'of the Province wero not prepared 
to take upon themselves tho responsibility 
of disposing of so largo an amount of 
Provincial capital without first consulting 
tbo Legislature, but that they would uu- 
gago to recommond to Parliament a gift 
of tbo site, &c., on tbe condition tbat 
merchant vessels shall be permitted to bo 
docked^'on payment of oxponses, when- 
ever tho ships of Her Majesty's squadron 
do not require its use: 

Bo it therefore resolved, — Tbat, in view 
of the desirablouoss of ensuring tbo com- 
pletion of the Esquimalt Graving Dock 
without loss of time without further cost 
to tho ProvinoB, this House is of opinion 
tbat it is advisable, in the erentof tho 
Imperial Government agreeing to com- 
plete tbe Dock as an Imperial work witb- 
out loss of time, to grant to tbo Admiralty 
tbe site, plant and material ou baud, and 
work already done, subject to the condi- 
tion tbat mercbant vessels shall bo per- 
mitted to bo docked, ou payment of ox- 
pouses, whenever tbe ships of Her Majes- 
ty's Navy do not require its use; and that 
a rospoctful addrots bu presented to His 
Honor tho Lieutenant Governor, jnaying 
tbat ho will bo pleased to inform Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretary of State for 
tbo Coionioa of tho determinatiou'of this 
House upon the subject, * '• 

Tbo following telegram from''the'.' Sec- 
retary of State for tho Colonies hos been 
received iu |,roply to the above proposi- 
tion: 

"Please inform British Columbia Gov- 
ornmont tbat Bomo little delay will bo nou- 
cesaary before I am ablo to express an 
opinion on Esquimalt drydoek question 
and other subjeots connected with it, but 
all possible earnest otteritionwill be given 
to it." Hioks-Beaoh." 

I am, and always have been, an earn- 
est advocate for keoping tho public 
schools iu a state of increasing efficiency, 
and consider that public moaeys cannot 
be expended to better advantage than in 
keeping up and extending our educational 
system, 

Tbo success which has attended the en- 
gagement of tho services of a mining en- 
gineer at Cariboo, iuduoes mo to think 
that tho services of another expert might, 
with advantage to tbo Provinoo, bo 
secured for tho lower portion of the Main- 
land, tbo Coast and tho Island, and I shall 
bo prepared to advooato at tho earliest 
moment tbe employment of another such 
mining engineer. 

It baa always bo.en tho practice of this 
Government to discourage tbe employ- 
ment of Cbineso labor on public works, 
and it shall bo my aim to promote such 
legislation as may tend to cheek the in- 
croaso of Chiiieao immigration. 

With regard to the City of Victoria, I 
may remind yon tbat one of tho first acts 
of this Govern mout was tho introduction 
of a moasuro containg a olansa striking 
tbo OhineBB off the municipal voters' list, 
thereby preventing a recurrence of tho 
peruicouB practice of tho Mayor and 
Council of victoria being virtually elected 
by Chinese, 

RoBOgnising the just claims of tho City 
to tbe fines, foes and forfeitures of its own 
Police Court, I caused an Aot to be pass- 
ed handing over tho fees, amounting to 
81,000, to tho city for its own use; an act 
of juatioe peraiatontly refused by the late 
Government. And I shall bo prepared 
to advocate the claim of tho municii^ality 
to retain tho balance of tbe revenue der- 
ived from liquor licences, which will 
amount to something in the neighborhood 
of $2,000. I also introduced tbe measure 
by -svliich an annual saving of §500 to tho 
city aud 9700 to tbe Province, was attain- 
ed by tho nnialgamation of the offices of 
Provincial Snporiutondont of .Police with 
tbat of Inspector of tho City Police. 

Tho object with which tho amendment 
to tbe Oonstitation Act was introduced 
was to givo to tbe people fuller and more 
equitable representation. This purpose 
was sought 10 bo attained by dividing the 
electoral districts, and by giving addi- 
tional representation to some of them. 
In the important Province of Ontario not 
a single constituency returns more than 
one representative. ' v. The free action of |b I 



Government maybe severely hampered by 
tbe joint demands of tho reprflsentativoii 
of a district, returning to the House more 
than one member, by requisitions for 
excessivo o.'cpoudituro in tboir respective 
districts and which only a numerically 
strong Govorumeut could decline. 

Iu tbo presout small number of ropro- 
soutatives, tbo House is likely to be so 
nearly balanced as to render a Qoveru- 
mont unable to resist this unwholesome 
presauro. 

In order to correct this evil tbo Bill 
proposed to add 8 members to the House 
wilhoiit, however, increasing tbo expenses 
of legislation , as the following figures 
will clearly illustrate:

Notwitbstauuiug that tho principle of 
tbo Bill was affirmed by the House on its 
sficond reading yet the Opposition un- 
ocrupulously refused to allow tbe details 
to bo discussed in Committee. 

Tho only argument, if indeed it can be 
styled one, urged against tbo measure was 
" that tliu members would on boing 
brought together at onco proceed to raise 
the indemnity. " To tbii tho simple au- 
sw>2r is that no suob proposition could be 
introduced unless by the QoTornmont of 
the day. 

As regards tbo plan or basis of this 
Bill 1 may observe that the division of 
Kouio of till! districts was BUggosted on 
account of tho diversity of iutercsts" ex- 
isting in tho same, notably, in tho case of 
Cariboo, which has no interest iu oommon 
with the Alexandria portion of tho Dis- 
trict and which was proposed to bo separ 
oted from it in order that tlio raining in 
torests of tho ono and tbo agricultural in- 
terests of the other should not bo prejudic- 
ed. 

Other districts were divided en account 
of their enormous orea, and some, ow 
ing to tboir largely inoreased population. 

Had the Bill proposed to deal with ro 

presontation on tho basis of population 
only, aud taking tho existing roprosonta 
tion of Kootenay — which the Opposition 
so determinedly refused to reduce— as an 
example, we find tbe following ridiculous 
result:

Thoi-0 liguros in conjnn'ction with tbe 
fact tbat Ivooton.iy has really no interest 
in common with any other portion of tbe 
Province, drawing, as sbo does, all her 
KupiilioH from a neiglibjriug state; tbat at 
tho last two elections sbo showed a voting 
power of 33 persons only, more than 
justified tho course suggested by the 
Government in taking one member from 
Kootenay iu order to onfraucbise Cassiar, 
with a mining population of somo 1500 
people, uot spouking of tbo much under 
represented district of Nanaimo. 

In tbo debate on tbo meaaurs in the 
HouBo no attempt was made to defend 
this anomalous state of things in Koot- 
enay, aud it can only bo assumed that the 
desire for its continuance by the Oppoai- 
tiou was tbat tbo two niombora from tbat 
remote locality wore their strong sup- 
portors, 

My firm conviction is that the success 
ful working of respouaiblo govera- 
mont in this Province requires that 
tho Coustitutiou should be amended 
by increasing tho number of reprosenta 
tivos. 

It is an indisputable fact tbat when I 
bad tho honor of being called upon to 
form a Ministry I found on taking oflice 
not only an empty treasury but an asou 
mulatiou of debts amounting to cloao up 
on half a million dollars, rendering a 
light taxation an absolute necessity — 
by which ivo wore enabled to effect a loan 
on terms most advantageous to tbe Prov- 
ince. 

I havo given ovidonce of my desire to 
keep the expenditure of., tbe Province 
within reasonable limits by reducing the 
excessive sums which wore annually 
"sown broadcast" by my predecoBsors in 
office, and I nhall continue to economiae 
wherover it may be found possible to do 
so without impairing the offioienoy of the 
public fiorvico. 

I contend that uuder tbe present ad- 
ministration the country has made more 
substantial progress and has brighter 
prospects for the future than sbo baa at 
any period of ber history posBossod.

A meotiug, convonod by tbo opposition 
oandidatea in tLo Oit.y for the looul Logia- 
latnre,Mva3 hold at Philharmonio Hall last 
eveniag. Tho moeiiag,wasoallod for 7.30 
o'olook but it was fully half an hour Intor 
vben, Mx, 0. Qowea. was rotod to the 
obair;'- i . 
^ The following onndldatos oooupiod 
chairs on tho platform: Messrs. R. Bea- 
Ton, W. Wilson, J. S. Druramoad, J. W. 
Carey, Mayor Fiulayaou and J. W. Will- 
iams. 

Mr.' W. Wilson first mldressod tho 
meeting. He aaid ha was a strong advo- 
oato of rctronohmdnt and believed the 
pooplo paid too muoh for tho government 
of tho country. Tho taxivtion roudorod 
noceasttry for ovor-oxponditiiro was ex- 
cessive. Much diiTereiico existed amongst 
tho electors as to who was mobt to blame 
for the rapid accumulation of the debt 
that now burdoucd tho Frovinco, Ho 
ooDtended'froia of&eial. rebarns i that the 
o;iMs' rested on the i shoulders of tho 
Elliott Govornmont and quoted figures 
to substautiato this assortion. In 
two years ho contended the Elliott Gov- 
ernment had iucroa.sod tho tiebt of !ho 
country §080,000. . Thoy had ospondod 
largo sums in excess of votes granted b.v 
the^Iisgislatare. Ke alluded , in terms of 
disparagement to itho application of tho 
present government to Canada for poouu- 
iary assistonoo. Ho then dilated on tlie 
manner in which tho Provincial revenue 
■was oxpondod and ridiculed tho idea of 
the Province payii.g for coal, water, bill- 
iard tablet , stables, etc., for tho Xiieut.- 
Governor. Jf he were elected ho would 
certainly "make a' break for that account" 
as lib bolioTod tho Liout.-Qoveruor was 
handsomely paid by the Domiuion. Ho 

I deprecated many other payments, among;t 
thom, thOBo for stationery in tho printing 
office, newspapers, poatago, collection of 
revenues, etc. Ho recounted the various 
de^tmeotal .expooses and thought the 
aasist'anco to immigrants bad not been ju- 
dicious. After alluding to the travelling 
expenses of miiiisturH, which ho said ho 
did not approve of, iio commontod on tho 
purchase of tho silo for tbo graving dock. 
He thought S1G,000 rock was away nhoud 
of ^Oariboo rook or even Nevada rook. (A 
roioe— Who made tho award?) Mr. Wil- 
Bon'^admitted that bo was ono of the arbi- 
trators (laughter) but contended that tho 
olaim hud not beon pro2)urly tiled and tho 
award had not been made under tho Act. 
Whilst not blaming tho claimants for 
taking the monoy, he couhl not oxonoraio 
the Qovernmont for paying it. Ho thou 
read> extracts from Mr. Elliott's address 
td'the electors last election and assorted 
that he had not carried out his promises 
then mado. Ho reviewed tho dry dock 
and railway policy of the Government 
and condemned tho Premier for retaining 
Mr. Vernon in his cabinet after Lo had rid- 
iculed tho building of tho Island railway.

In reply to Mr, Dalby, Mr. Drnmmond

He was in'favOr oiE ■'■tlie..*cpDtr'flob' system, 
but feared that a'lion''iaw could not*' h;e

Mr. J. W. Williams said bo was 
driven by taxation to seek election. Ho 
' had bbQa d rearestate owner Binco he was 
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over taxed as at present. (A voice— "Oh 

dear!") He oxp) essed bis disapprobation 
of dual taxation in the city, and contend- 
ed that tho municipality had received 
nothing from the Elliott Govornnjont. Ho 
thought there were far too laany ofijoials, 
and if elected be would make a clearing 
out as ho had done when elected Council- 
lor four years -ago,' With reference to 
tho BuilwBy.qaestion be woold. advboatq 
scoesaiou and annexation if construction 
wore not commenced within six months 
from date. Ho alluded to tho chaiugaug 
and said that it was disgraceful that tbo 
hair was shaved off the whitemen in that 
institution whilst tbo Chinaman's hair 
went untouahad. He would if elected 
fuvor tho imposition of a flue of 8100 to be 
paid by captains for every Ohinamaa 
landed in this Province. He regarded 
Mr. Elliott as a failure, but if ho (Mr. 
W.) woro oloctod no Mackenzie! no El- 
liott!! no devil!!! would stop him from 
getting his rights. 

Mr. Roderick Finlayson was received 
with applause. Ho snid he bad not come 
prepared to speak an he was under tbo 
impression that the meeting bad been 
called for tbo benoilt of candidates on tho 
Walkem ticket. Tho organ of the Wal- 
kem party had thought lit to oharactorizo 
him as utterly incapablo to represent the 
olootora in tho Legislature, and although 
tho allusions of that journal wero scarce- 
ly worthy of notice he desired to set liim- 
self right. He would state, then, that ho 
was ono of the first pioneers of the Pro- 
vince, and he bad been here so long and 
booomo so thoroTighly identified with tho 
country that Le could only be compared 
to a deoply rooted oak. Ho found that 
tho Provincial expenditure had for years 
past beon going beyond all bounds and 
he therefore deemed it his duty to como 
forward as a oandidata to help to put a 
stop to it. Ho bad left his homo when a 
lad of only IG years of ago with uothin.'j 
but his carpotjbag.aud in tho year 1811! lie 
had found himself here in command of 
50 men; shots woro whistling around their 
beads, but by his presence of mind he had 
managed to save the lives of those 00 men. 
If be ooald do that then, how could it bo 
said nov that bewna a man of no stability 
of mind or purpose? Depend upon it, if 
tho electors sont him to tho House tho in- 
torosts of the pooplo would bo his first 
consideration. Ho would ask thom to 
suspend judgment on the City Hall quop- 
tion^s it was in abeyance. He was glad 
to sea other candidntes besides bimielf 
advocate retrenchment; but ho bad wit- 
ne.'ijod many elections and had heard tho 
same professions so often bofore and ho 
know "from oxperioDco that on many oc- 
casions directly rotronchmont eandidutea 
wore elected they voted exactly coiitraiy 
to their promises. He noticed too that 
ratrenofament candidates had voted them- 
selves handsome sessional allowances. 
(Cheers.) Mr. Wnlkem bad tried to raise 
the allowance from §250 to S500; but Dr. 
Tolmio had mado him pull it down to 
SiOO. (Hear, hear.) Ho (Mr. F.) was not 
there to advocate Walkem, Elliott or any 
ono else. He was a candidate because ho 
had mnoh at stake and desired good, 
economical Government. For mauy years 
past members had| demanded exorbitant 
appropriations for their districts and had 
refused to support ministers uuloas thoy 
got thom. So long ua this lasted it would 
1)0 impOHsiblo to govern the country i>ro- 
porly. With reference to the existing 
Constitution Bill ha wonld' remind the 
electors that it bad been framed in the 
days of Governor Mu.igrave and ho was 
only surprifiod that it had boon tolerated 
so long. It was not at all adapted to tho 
country now ond did not give odoquato 
reproBontation. He desired to see an 
entirely new bill introduced baaed 
popnlaUoB and taxation, as 
tho city was now made to bear the bnrdon 
of nearly all tho rest of the Province, Ho 
would favor a reduction of sessioual al- 
lowances but was not committed to any 
particular number of members; fifteen, 
twenty, or twenty-five ' might bo quite 
sufficiont. With reference to his 
"rook" aijEs^nimalt be woold remind the 
olootora that in 1859 bo sold the rock on 
which Mr. Say ward in now building his 
sawmill for §3,000 pur acre, whereas the' 
drydock site was sold for only §2,500 per 
aoro. Mr. Buckley who had surveyed the 
site had informed the Govornment that, if 
thoy bought it, the purchase would save 
the country $lQP,000O'..Le.t tho Qovem-. 
mont takeaway their confounded piles and 
everything elso, and bo would hand them 
back their §1(5,000 to-morrow. (Loud 
cheers.) The payment had been used as 
a political cry against Dr. Tolmie, but he 
had no more to do with tbo arbitration 
than tho man in tbo moon, (Hear, hear.) 
With re8;^eot to Canada's obligations to 
the Province ho would' do hia Ijest, if 
elected, to bring tbo question to liome 
practical iasuo, and if tUe Dominion 
failed to act honorably towards tho Pro^ 
vince, tha next thing he would favor 
would bo to fitet control of our own ona- 
toms, (Loud applause) The Chinese 
problem ho regarded ns an international 
question 'which should properly be dealt 
with by the Federal Government; and our 
ropresentativea at Ottawa should bo in- 
structed to seouro legislation on the sub- 
ject. (Hoar, hear,) 

In reply to questions, Mr. Fiolayaon 
said he would pledge himself to support 
any measure tqrestriot Chinese immigra ■ 
tion to this Province, " Ho was strongly 
in favor of tho contract system. Ho 
would oppose tho employment of Chinese 
on public works if it did not conflict with 
international law. Ho condemned the 
Walkem Government for taking over 
8500,000 from Canada which was mostly 
sunk in a useless road.rauniDg parallel to 
the Frnser river, but he could ' not con- 
demn the Elliott Government for|going to 
Canada for money because thoy wero 
compelled to do so to pay off the heavy 
indebtedness left them as a legacy by 
their prodecessors. He was pot thero to 
c^ofon^l the Elliott Government or any 
other Government. He was thoroughly 
independent. (Cheers.) 

Mr. J. W. Carey in addressing tho as- 
sembly said ho objected to tho propo.sed 
Constitution Bill. He would advocate 
only 13 members — aoyon for the Mainland 
and six for thejisland. (Voice — Oh, gat 
out, you'rp ou thp fenpa.y He proposed 
to separate the office of. Attbiney Gteaeral 
from politics. (Dries of ohi'cut it short; 
sit down.) Mr. Carey then proceeded to 
advocate extending tho limits of munici- 
palities. The speaker was sev^m^ times 
interrupted. He said he would if re- 
turD«4 advooat'o secession from the Do- 
minion. The Free School ' systerii ho 
strongly advocated. At the close of hia 
speech bo said ho felt sure everyone in 
the room would vote for him and he would 
therefore leave the platform and allow the 
assembly tc^ call on whomever they wished , 
Mr. Beaven regretted tha absence of 
Mesaars. Elliott and Trimble. .. He re- 
j grotted ' that they 'were" not' allowed to

The wagon road, he said, bad been built 
entiioly by tho wish of tho people in "Vic- 
toria. During tho first year of bis par- 
liamentary experience ho liad attempted 
te pass a mooauro through tho Houao 
granting tho trades lioou^es to tha 
corporation and when Mr. DoCoa- 
mos asked him to joiu his govern- 
ment, be (Mr. B.) had agreed to do so if 
,.ha.woii]d gnarautee tba passing of that 
and similar measures for the bonefit of 
tho corporation. During bid career ho 
had passed many very important acts — 
perhaps more than any other member in 
the House. Ho advised thoso present to 
elect four gentlomnn for ono yido and not 
to divide their votes. With roforenco 
to tho railway question he condemned 
Mr. Elliott for not stating ut a 
publio meeeting hold before tho 

nrrlval of Lord Dullurln, that Lord Diifferiii was 
coiuiug boro about tho railway, whoa a ({eutloman ou 
tbo platform waD atatlutj that bo was only 
TlBltiug this Froviuca for plsasure KDi tbtt 
Bbould Dot, tboreforc, tbroat tbia qmBttsu on hlui. 
Ho bad been appointed on a committoa to wait on 
Lord DulTurln, when ho had told him (Lord U.) that 
by an order in cuiiiicll the Oovernmoiit had power to 
ax tbo termimia for tho rallroBd. Lord Bufierin did 
not at'rco with him stid consulted th» Aitornby- 
Uousral on tho quei^tioM, who had agreed with Lord 
Dufferln. Ho (Mr. B.) had then been Bent fur afalu 
and had uhown Lord Dufferin tbo act by which that 
order la oouucll waH p&DHud and bad Hually proved, 
and Lord Culluriu bad aeknowl edged, tbtt tha 
Atturiioy-Geueral was vroog. Tho late Oovernineat 
had done nolhlog for the GOtmtry but ran it inta 
debt.

Gektle.men:— Having for tbo last four 
sessions had the honor of representing 
you in the Provincial iGgislaturo to the 
full satisfaction, I believe, of a large ma- 
jority of the constituency, and as you are 
once more called on to make a choice, I 
have ogain been induced to offer myself 
as tt candidate. 

Electfid in 1874, at a critical period of 
onr biatory us a people, I havo ever dona 
uiy best, iu and out of Parliament, to for- 
ward tho interests of the Province gener- 
ally, and in iiarticular to promote "vrhat- 
evor tended to benefit the District repre- 
sented by me. In the District I have 
owned land for a quarter of a century; 
have lived on it with my family for nine- 
teen years; nnd have succoedeu in estab- 
lishing a homo amongst you. What 
further proof can he required, fellow- 
fanucrs, that my political and: general. 
intorcstH are thoroughly identified. '^th 
your own ? ^ .. 

Publicly, at Cedar Hill and South Saan- 
ich, (soo Colonist, April 25th and 27th) 
I havo spokon on the political idBUoa of 
the day. I shall avail myself of every 
opportunity of so speaking at publio 
meetings, and of so writing in the oolnmua 
of The Colonist. 

If re-elected I pledge myself early ia 
the next session to move for an earnesl 
and impressive appeal to the Dominion 
and Imperial Governments, urging saoh 
action at London as may result in proper 
restriction of ChincBo immigration into 
this Province. The Mongolian uffliotion, 
as now folt by workingmen and farmers 
iu and around Victoria, would be unen- 
durable in an English town. Onr fellow* , 
countrymen in the Dominion and Great 
Dritniu must bo asked, in considering this 
very diflicult question, to suppose them-, 
solves in our places. Such a prosontalion 
of the matter may induce more speedy 
action, and a serious, persistent grappling 
with it, until a satisfactory solution. is . 
arrived at. Co-operation in dealing .with::! 
tho Chinese question between the Unite'd ' • 
ICingdom and tho United States is greatly 
to be desired. 

As we should not now seek to bor- 
row afresh, and as present taxation ia 
sufliciontly burdensome, it must be im- 
perative on tho Government to make the ; 
annual revenue fully cover the oxpendi- ; 
ture. .) 

I am in favor of three Ministers (having 
portfolios) instead of four, believing that 
a Government's surest guarantee for pro- 
longed tenure of power must be the con- 
lidenco iu its integrity and ability enter- 
tained by a largo majority of tho people 
inside and outside the House of /Assem-j i 
bly. This conlidence is, in my firm belief,' 
deserved and enjoyed by tho Ministry 
uow in office. 

I shall support any and every moasuro 
of retrenchment compatible with a duo 
porformanco of the public service, and 
abovo all with retention of. our. fair ra-i 
pnto as a law enforcing and law 'abiding- 
people. ,• • ; )■; 
_ It would be a souroo of groat satiafao- 
tion to many besides myself to witnesa. 
such administration of Responsible Got-, 
omment in our midst as, while giving; 
general satisfaction at home, would •win' 
for our country credit and respect abroad; 
whorovor tho English tongue is-spokeili 
and our political ongoings at all notiood.i 
This most desirable consummation cannot 
be reached without increase of represen- 
tation and redistribntion of seats, as I 
will have pleasure in explaining to you 
at public meetings if allowed a patient 
hearing. I am utterly opposed to Mr. 
Walkem's view as ospresspcl in tho House 
(7th and 8th of last March, see Colonist 
and (SVajidard of these .dates) that about 
12 members and a modified form of Crown 
Colony Government would be best for us; 
This would indeed ho retrogroasion I ! 
Fellow electors, I am not inclined to 
"give up the ship" yet, and sure I am 
that you aro not. Mr. Hnmphreys'.talk'.at 
North Saanich about "25 hungry 'rat8ybe<i 
iug better than 33 hungry rats" pays ;a 
poor compliment to the. inteUigeuoe ;and 
honesty of tho people of this Provincei 
Society could not hold together anywhere 
did not the wellrintentioned,. honest, .een- 
siblo people vastly exceed in number and 
power the rulHans, rogues, knavesj l fools 
and "designing demagogues." Thia is aa 
true of savage as of civilized society, as 
forty years ago I bsd ample opportunity 
of observing. In overy Indian village of 
this coast then tho evil-disposed were 
greatly in the minority. 

On the Eailway I may say that. I. am in 
favor of the Carnarvon .Terms^iandiiihaU 
have much to sav when I 'got amongst you ""^ 
again on tbis subjcot. . 

With the unfortunate heritage of th« 
Dry Dock bequeathed by the Walkem 
]3arty to the Government that succeeded 
them, the Elliott Ministry have, as I think, 
acted with great diBoretiou. In tho 
House, if I remember aright, tho Opposi- 
tion did not "feel like" opposing the 
course submitted for discussion by tho 
Qovernment. 

You may rely on mo in the future, as in 
tho past, as an earnest supporter of the 
Publio School system as it is, and of its 
improvement, as far as our financial con- 
dition may permit. Tho calumnies as to 
my alleged oppoBition to the Victoria 
High School, so industriously circulated 
tlironghoufc the district, aro false.' as false 
can be. Mr. K. Smith, ox-M.P.P, for 
Yale, had warning from lao qn tbe'di^yho 
ghvo notice of his proposed School Bill 
that everything noxious in it would have 
my vigilant opposition, and eo it had 
until tho end. 

Gentlemen, if in tho foregoing I have 
omitted allusion to .patters of pi^blio iw 
portance it has been from no desire to 
shirk them. I hope for nan^.opportiini--i^ 
ties yet of communioatingrTrithj^yoo' ."ero 
tho 22d instant. 

During tho four yoors I have served you 
in the Legislature I have never yet been 
absent a day, nor have I once shirked a 
vote'oni'an^4iiOBtion. 

In the House I havo ever supported 
good measures whencesoever originating. 

My increased knowledge and experi- 
ence since 1871 encourage me the more to 
solicit your suffrages on this ocoasipn.v
